ABADAN, Iran, July 1.—A pro- 
duction cutback of more than 40 
per cent was ordered at the Aba- 
dan refineries of the Anglo-Iran- 
ian Oil Company Sunday in a 
move to postpone a complete shut- 
down of the giant plant as long as 
possible. 

The cutback operation began at 
9 o’clock Sunday morning. By 
early evening the refineries were 
producing at a rate of 8,300,000 
gallons daily, dn with 15,- 
100,000, Saturday; and a normal 
capacity of 18,000,000. 

There is enough storage space 

ashore to keep going for about 20 
days at the new rate of production, 
refineries manager K. D. Ross told 
a press conference where the cut- 
back was announced. He made 
clear that, further reductions 
would be made to extend this pe- 
riod. 
The move was in line with the 
new British strategy in the dis- 
pute with the Iranian government 
over nationalization of the multi- 
million dollar company. Last week 
it séemed as if the British would 
fill the storage tank as quickly as 
possible and force the issue with 
the Iranians. Now it seems clear 
they will keep at least part of the 
refineries going until the very 
last minute in the hope that, as 
the British here put it, “sweet 
reason will prevail” among the 
Iranians.

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A Case-Fire Won’t Mean: Peace 


The readiness of Communist China and 
North Korea to discuss a settlement in 


' Korea is the most hopeful development yet 


to come from the Russian cease-fire pro- 
posal of nine days ago. But it provides no 
guarantee that the fighting actually will 
stop. The Communists must modify ex- 
tensively the demands previously an- 
nounced by Peiping radio*before this coun- 
try and the rest of the free world can 
agree to a cease-fire. 

We have learned from bitter experience 
to be cautious in any negotiations with 
Communists. As the State Department has 
pointed out, a cease-fire without the proper 
assurances of Communist good faith would 
work only to the advantage of the ag- 
gressors, providing them with a perfect set- 
ting for future invasion and conquest. 

Nevertheless, there is reason to believe 
the Chinese and North Koreans—with the 
proper nod from Moscow—genuinely want 
to stop fighting in Korea. Chinese troops 
have taken terrific punishment. Casualties 
are estimated at more than 1.300,000 men 
and,the hospitals all over China are over- 
flowing with wounded. 

Korea has shown conclusivelv the su- 
periority of Western tactics and firepower 
oyer mass manpower, therebv destroying 
the Chinese illusion of invincibility which 
swept the Communist rulers after their 
defeat of Chiang Kai-shek. Mao and Stalin 
now know that the Communists cannot 
drive the Western armies off the peninsula, 
as was their proud boast of a few months 
ago, without much help from Soviet Russia. 


And Moscow obviously does not deem the 
prize to be won in Korea of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant intervention. 

If the cease-fire actually comes—and 
there now appears a reasonable chance it 
will—this country and all the democratic 
nations will enter a most dangerous period. 
Many will accept a Korean settlement as 
meaning peace. It will mean. nothing of the 
sort. A settlement in Korea will mean noth- 
ing more thar that the Communist rulers 
have decided Korea is not the place, and 
perhaps now is not the time, to begin the 
military drive for’ world conquest. The 
ultimate Moscow aim of world dominion 
will not be changed at all. Another strike, 
and in all likelihood of a far more serious 
nature, will come. Nobody knows whether 
it will be at Berlin, Yugoslavia, Iran or 
elsewhere, but it is almost certain to occur. 


. We cannot rest easy until and unless the 


masters of the Kremlin give up their long- 
standing ambition to rule the world. 

It would be foolhardy for this country 
and our allies in Western Europe to slacken 
the rearmament pace in the slightest as a 
result of a Korean settlement. If any- 
thing. rearmament and all the other meas- 
ures that go with it, including price and 
wage controls. ought to be accelerated and 
strengthened. We came close to lulling our- 
selves ‘into ‘disaster in the years between 
the end of World War II and the invasion 
of Korea. Let us not make the same mis- 
take again. 

Meanwhile, we are hopeful but cautious 
about Korea. 


Excellent Progress On the Expressway 


In the case of the metropolitan express- 
way system appearances of lack of prog- 


ress, which have resulted in misguided 


criticism, are deceitful indeed. 

It is perhaps: understandable that tax- 
payers, seeing deserted rights of way with 
no indication of workmen in the vicinitv, 
become irritated. Why, they ask, is there 
such dallving around? Usually that ques- 
tion is directed at the mavor and council, 
who, as a matter of fact, have nothing to 
do with the actual construction. City and 
county funds were used for buying right 
of way only. Construction itself is in the 
hands of the State Highwav Department 
in co-operation with the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

And the Highway Department is doing 
an excellent job. That is the considered 
opinion of Harrv W. Lochner, whose engi- 
neering firm prepared plans for the ex- 
pressway system in 1946. Moreover, Mr. 


The Cart Before the ,.Horse 


A lagging Congress has entered the new 
fiscal year—which began yesterday—with- 


out approving a single major appropria- 


tions bill. The Government must operate 


under emergency provisions until the peo- 


ple’s elected representatives finally get 
around to voting the money needed. 

Nobody knows, of course, what the final 
Overall cost of government will be for the 
current 12-month period. Both houses have 
made stabs at reducing nonmilitary spend- 
ing but it would be an incurable optimist 
who at this stage would predict any sub- 
stantial economies. 

Nevertheless, the House more than a 


week ago voted a tax increase of $7,200,- © 


000,000 which would raise Federal taxes to 
the highest point in history. It would bring 
to $17.200.000.000 the increases since the 
Korean War broke out. 

It is true that more taxes will be neces- 
sary to provide the rearmament the coun- 
try must have. A truce in Korea, if it 
comes, will have no effect whatever upon 
the necessity for continuing to rearm with 
all possible speed. 

But the House, as so often happens, has 
put the cart before the horse. It has said 
the Government needs vrecisely $7,200,- 
000,000 more for the fiscal year just begun. 
But no congressman knows how much 
money Government operations actually 
will require because the appropriations 
have not yet been voted. 


} 


Lochner, after a recent inspection of the 
Atlanta system, praised the work here as 
far ahead of any comparable project in 
the. country... 

For instance, Louisville, Ky., which com- 
pleted plans for an expressway in 1946, 
has done no construction yet. Chicago, 
which voted $110,000,000 in bonds for an 
expressway system, has bought right of 
way but has done no construction. . The 
story is the same in Boston, St. Louis and 
other cities Mr. Lochner mentioned. 

Atlanta, on the other hand, has, com- 
pleted more than three miles. Portions 
will be opened in July or August. And 
seven additional miles will be finished 
before the end of the year. 

That is a real achievement, especially 
when the involved process of expressway 
construction is considered. Congratulations 
are due the Highway Department and to 
all who have had a part in the expressway. 


We like better the attitude of Sen. 
George, whose Senate Finance Committee 
now is considering the House measure, 
and who has warned that the proposed tax 
increase would be gone over carefully and 
final decision postponed until Congress had 
acted on pending appropriations bills. 

That makes sense. How can the Con- 
gress know how much is needed in the 


way of new taxes until it knows how much 


it will cost to run the government for 
another year? This is no time to take a 
random shot in the dark with the people’s 
money. | 

Senator George thinks government 
spehding can, and should be, reduced by 
$6,000,000,000, making unnecessary such a 
tremendous increase in taxes. Obviously 
there is ample room for reducing nonmili- 
tary spending. And there would be no 
harm in insisting that military spending 
be administered so as to eliminate any 
waste and to achieve the maximum de- 
fense for the smallest sum. But the effec- 
tiveness of our fighting forces must not be 
jeopardized. 


The people understand that more taxes 
are necessary in order to rearm, but they 
would bear the burden with easier grace 
if the administration and the Congress 
demonstrated sincere efforts to reduce non- 
essential spending and were more business- 
like in handling the taxpayers’ money.

Operation Shotgun 


— Knowing that so many of The Constitution’s 
me readers look to this pillar of information for

ments on the international news front, I hasten to report that 


the greatest experiment since prohibition has not worked out so 
well in Yemen, ' 


It. was Governor Ashshami of Yemen’s Hodeidah Province, 
you may recall, who recently sought to solve his country’s de- 
clining birthrate by ordering all thé bachelors and single women 
among his constituents to get married or go to jail, an edict clearly 
calculated to appeal to that vast segment of the citizenry which 
is always belaboring modern government’s inability to do things 
simply and directly. 


However, according to late word from the Arab News Agency, 


the project has had to be abandoned because, not only was the 


government beseiged by bitter complaints from thousands of irate 
parents who suddenly acquired worthless sons-in-law, but also 
the jails were jammed beyond capacity hy numberless males and 
females who were inclined to be overly discriminatory. 


Thus the governor has been forced, at least temporarily, to 
retreat from his original position and is reportedly studying ways 
and means to accomplish his purpose without so much danger of 
precipitating a revolution. 


One suggestion which immediately comes to mind, of course, 
is a tax on bachelors to support old maids but that unfortunately 
ignores the major problem, the necessity for repopulation.

He Sat Through 
The Whole Show 


WASHINGTON—As the chairman of the joint 

Senate committee which: conducted the investi- 

gation of our Far Eastern policy and the dis- 

missal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Sen. Richard B. Russell will 
go down in history as the man who listened to 2,000,000 words. 


Other members of the 26-man inquisitorial body heard much 
of the testimony, but Russell was the only one who sat through 
it all. He took his job as chairman that seriously. 


When the testimony became dull or repetitious, many. of the 
others took time off for personal -chores—attending sessions of 
the Senate, meeting with callers or going to their offices to catch 
up with the mail. But not the Georgia senator who presided 
over the inquiry. He did not miss a single session. 

Because of the emotional quality of the controversy aroused 
over the MacArthur dismissal, Senator Russell saw where he 
would have to lean over backwards to avoid any charge of un- 
fairness or impartiality. So he insisted on keeping the gavel in 
his own hands. 


How well he succeeded in his efforts is attested to 
by the comment that has been forthcoming since the 
hearings ended. No complaints against his conduct of the investi- 
gation has been heard from any source. On the other hand, he 
has been generously praised by Republicans and Democrats alike 
for his impartiality and fairness. 

Summing -up his handling of the committee, the United States 
News & World Report, which has been critical of the administra- 
tion’s action in the MacArthur case, had this to say: “A man who 
takes his responsibilities, although not himself, seriously, he felt 
that it was his job to assure a fair and thorough inquiry regard- 
less of emotion and politics. . . . His fairness has been a subject of 
comment by all factions. This course has kept the senator from 
aligning himself with any faction. In a friendly way, he has 
put barbed and searching questions to all witnesses. When the 
time for declaring himself arrives, he probably will be found 
backing General MacArthur on some points and the administra- 
tion on. others.” 


Success 


: . Now that. the hearings are over, Senator Russell 
Two Sides sees some good and some bad in what has been 
done. The good part comes from the wholesome discussion of 
foreign policy that has grown out of the inquiry, with the public 
better informed than before on our aims and aspirations. The 
bad part comes from revealing too much to our enemies. We have 
been hurt, he believes, by telling too much of our plans for de- 
fending the nation and indicating how far we are prepared to 
go in certain directions. 

As an illustration, he cited the testimony of Pentagon officials 
regarding our reasons for not bombing Manchuria, something that 
MacArthur urged. We were restrained by the fear that Russia 
might enter the war on the side of the Chinese Reds. Notice of 
that, he fears, tended to drive Peiping and Moscow closer to- 
gether, increasing China’s dependence on Russia, whereas our 
effort should be to divide the two. 

On the whole, however, the man who listened to over 2,000,000 
words of testimony—more than three times as many as are con- 
tained. in the Bible—feels that the country will benefit by the 
open discussion’ that was permitted to take place on foreign policy.

They Know the Act Too Well 


MARSHALL, Texas—The “housewives” of Marshall, Texas, who have put 

their heads together to resist the impositions of the baby-sitters’ extension of the 

Social Security Act might be damned as aristocrats. They have held one meeting 

to my knowledge in the home of Mrs. William K. Furrh, on Victory Drive, a local 

name for Route 80 as it leaves Marshall for Shreveport and other points east. 

; This is a dignified white house on a plot that would be hardly a peapatch in the 

pater 4 acres ‘of those horny-handed Hyde Park husbandmen, the Morgenthaus and Roosevelts. 
For Marshall Field, Averell Harriman and other such patrons of the lower classes, the home of the 
Furrhs might suffice for the superintendent of the gardeners. I would bet that the family incomes 


of all 20 of the women who attended the dis- 
cussion at Mrs. Furrh’s home are not more than 
half the incomes of David Dubinsky, of the 
Garment Workers; Dan Tobin, of the Teamsters; 
John L. Lewis, of the United Mine Workers, and 
William E. Maloney, of the Operating Engineers’ 
Union, who produce nothing but trouble and are 
parasites on labor. 


In New York any group of employed women 
of the nonhousekeeping sort meeting for a politi- 
cal purpose may count on public tolerance at 
least. But any genteel group of women, par- 
ticularly in the South, who keep house, keep out 
of politics, mother their children and behave 
with dignity, may expect ridicule and prejudice 
when they come to public notice as advocates or 
opponents of any proposition, 


The commissioner of the Federal Security 
Administration in Washington, W. J. Alt- 
meyer, thought the trouble was that the girls 
didn’t understand the act. Seo hig bureau 
made a “special effort to inform thém.” But 
he was mistaken. They knew the facts too 
well. That was the trouble. 


He only confirmed their conviction that this 
was an attempt to make them perform book- 
keeping work and write official letters, subject 
to penalties for failure, all on their own time, 
without pay, and an attempt to make them ex- 
tort money from household employes for a form 
of insurance, without their consent. 


After the girls had adopted their course of 
“multiple” passive civil disobedience, Ellis J. 
Campbell Jr., the collector of internal revenue in 
Dallas, began writing letters. He politely in- 
formed Mrs. Furrh, who is not one of the younger 
set, that he hoped he would not have to “resort 
to compulsion,” but that “means of enforcement” 
would be used if he had to use them. 

Well, what means of enforcement can Mr. 
Campbell use? The honest way to enforce a law 
is to apply the criminal penalty. Mrs. Furrh 
and all the other girls want Mr. Campbell to try 
the criminal penalties. They defy him to take 
them to court as lawbreakers and do the appro- 
priate thing. 


More likely, however, the commissioner 
will take some laborious and expensive 
method of collecting $1.83 from Mrs, Furrh 
and similar amounts from the others. 


There was a similar case in the federal courts 
J 


in Washington a few years ago, however, whith 
was thrown out under an old rule which repudi- 
ates causes which labor trivial issues. | 

This surely would apply to almost all.of the. 
millions of suits that could be brought against 
millions of housewives who are ignoring the 
baby-sitters’ act. Like prohibition,’ it can be 
wrecked by overwhelming defiance. The fed- 
eral courts can be swamped with ponderous 
pleadings for petty amounts. 

In Marshall, agents of the government have 
gone whispering among the servants trying te 
make bad bicod between them and the house- 
wives. Mrs. L. P. Martin, who has five young 
children, said an agent called to leave an official 
threatening letter for her and told her maid, 
“Your good folks sure don’t want you taken care 
of when you get old, do they?”

Cut Flowers 


Cut flowers should be kept 
out of drafts since circulating 
air dries them faster.

Cut flowers should be kept in 
lukewarm water, because they 
take it up more rapidly than 
cold water. Slightly acid water 
will also give longer life. You 
can get this simply by adding a 
little vinegar or commercial 
preservative. 

You've probably noticed when 
you put flowers in plain water 
that a slime forms after a day 
or so. This is due to bacteria 
which clogs up the stems. The 
acid slows down bacterial 
growth.

and we are not close enough to the 
big food packing industries of the 
Middle West. 

We ship a lot of the vegetables 
which the big producers process. 
We furnish a lot of the green 
produce for dried beans and peas 
which are processed elsewhere. 
That is, Georgia does. But we 
have to pay the freight both to 
and from the packing centers. And 
freight is a big item in foods. For 
example, the freight bill to At- 


tomatoes, etc., is 18 cents a dozen. 

Food distributors here say that 
one of Georgia's biggest needs is 
factories for processing the wealth 
of agricultural products we pro- 
duce. 

As for housing, Atlanta’s growth 
for the past 10 years has resulted 
in a shortage. This has meant 
higher rentals. Only now has At- 
lanta housing caught up with the 
demand. As the slack has been 
taken up and as costs of building 
materials have become more sta- 
‘ble, cheaper housing has resulted. 
| For example, several years ago 
when the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration program was begun 
in Metropolitan Atlanta, the units 
constructed under the program 
rented at $100 a month. 
| Since that time, according to 
John F. Thigpen, state director of 
‘the Administration, 10,000 units 
‘have been completed, eliminating 
ithe housing shortage here, and 
there are 4,000 more to come, 
| Thigpen says the Administra- 
tion has been able to reduce the 
monthly rentals from $100 to 
|$80, to $75 and now to $65.

For ‘Crusade’ 


Charles S. Dudley of Atlanta, 
president of the Associated Indus- 
tries of Georgia, has been named 
Georgia director of the nation’s 
second Crusade for Freedom cam- 
paign to be held this Fall. 


Hamilton Holt of Macon, who 
will continue to serve as state 
chairman, made the announcement 
of Dudley’s appointment. Gen, Lu- 
cius Clay, another Georgian, re- 
mains as national chairman of the 
Crusade, and John A. Sibley, 
chairman of the board of the Trust 
Company of Georgia, again will 
serve as regional chairman, sup- 
ported by an advisory committée 
of outstanding Southerners. 


This year’s campaign is to erect 
powerful radio transmitters beam- 
ed to subjugated nations behind 
Europe’s Iron Curtain, and even- 
tually to Asiatics, beginning with 
a station on Formosa. Last year’s 
drive financed establishment of 
stations at Frankfurt, Germany, 
and one near Munich, “ 


“Georgia ranked third last year 
among the 48 states by contribu- 
ting $65,342, and ranked sixth with 
802,000 signatures to the “Free- 
dom Scrolls,” Director Dudley 
said, “and we expect even more 
generous support by Georgians this 
year following the phenomenal 
sucess of “Radio Free Europe” 
stations in discrediting the Krem- 
lin’s false propaganda and gaining 
a beachhead for liberty in the 
hearts and minds of millions be- 
hind the Iron Curtain.”

The national campaign will be 
launched Labor Day and will con- 
tinue through Sept. 29.
